• Pacific Railroad Shops. 


Winnipeg. Man.. Aug. C.—Trade- 


unionism in Canada nas given its 
defy to the Canadian Pacific railway. 
Without any untoward Incident the 
machinists and kindred workmen quit 
work, and all shops, bis? and little, on 
this great system, are idle. It is esti- 
mated that 12.000 men went out, the 
largest number being 2.200 in Mon- 
treal, and 1.500 here. TWO thousand 
men left work between Kort \YIUlam 
and Vancouver. 
Even old workmen 


in line for pensions went home, and 
it .^c\:::-; to b^ thvi j..c^t co;;»p!«.te 
strike in the history of railroad shops 
in Canada. Every wheel in the shops 
stopped and every fire died out when 
the whistle blew several short blasts, 
caretakers and foremen alone being 
left to put the places in sirups for the 
period of idleness. 


The Canadian Pacific view is that 


the finding of the board appointed at 
the request of the men should, in the 
company's opinion, be biuumg on the 
men. 
The railroad not only did not 


seek arbitration, but. believing the 
board hostile to their interest, with- 
drew their representative, and the 
government appointed another arbi- 
trator. Despite these facts, the board 
so constituted gave a finding which 
was accepted by the Canadian Pacific 
railway under protest. 
They claim 


that the men must be bound by the 
findings just as they are. b»it they 
consider 
that 
the 
men's refusal 


strengthens 
their position, as 
the 


Cana/lia'i Pacific railway is not satis- 
fied itself with the decision.
